WSITING IT 


Will Be Unrest Until Purchasing | 
Power of Dollar Has Greater 
Value, He Says 


“Until the purchasing power of a 
dollar has a greater value than is the 
case at the present time, we are bound 
to have and will experience trouble. | 
Salaries are not commensurate with 
the cost of living for they have not 


gone up accordingly. These, in my 
mind, are the main causes of the 
strike in Winnipeg, and they = are 


bound to have similar effects else- 
where if something is not done to 
remedy the present hand-to-mouth 
conditions that exist among the work- 
ing classes.” Such are the reasons 
for industrial unrest as summed up 
by J. McLaws, a labor man from Lon- 
don, Ont., who !s making a business 
visit to Edmonton ,. 

Mr. McLaws spoke of the observa- 
tions he made while travelling from 
the east, and in practically every case, 
he prescribed the reasons for discon- 
tent to be as stated aboue. It is not 
on account of lack of employment, he 
says, for work is to be found every- 
where—there is an abundance of em- 
ployment. But men are not satisfied 
to work a week and find out that at 
the end of the period, they are wait- 
ing for the payment of their wages in 
order to be able to purchase their 
next meal, 

A different value, too, according to 
Mr. McLaws, has heen placed on labor 
and life as a result of the war, men 
realizing that for efforts extended a 
little more should be coming to them 
than a mere existence, But he does 
not blame the returned men for the 
industrial discontent, but rather the 
systems and conditions that have 
been created during their absence,

Might Offer Rebate. : 
Should the privilege of paying 
arrears in instalments be brought 
into effect in Edmonton, the tax- 
payers concerned will not be able 
to take advantage of that arrange- 
ment and also secure the ten per 
cent. discount allowed for prepay- 
ment of current taxes. The period 
of discount has expired, and the 
instalment arrangement is not yet 
in force. ; 
This failure to so adjust the dis- 
count period that the delinquent 
could take advantage of it is hard- 
ly fair, and does not make for the 
collection of arrears. The person 
who needs the benefit of the ten 
year payment plan is precisely the 
one who needs the benefit of any 
discount he can get for early pay- 
mment of current taxes. And if 
given the chance to get the dis- 
count the inducement to take up 
the instalment pian would be the 
Screater; to the advantage of the 
city treasurer. 
There are valid reasons for not 
extending a discount period once

The parties originally 
concerned in the dispute probably 
suffer as little as any from the re- 
sults. It is upon people who had 
nothing to do with the dispute, 
and who had no power to decide 
the matter at issue, that the real 
hardships fall. The poor, the sick, 
the children, the aged; these are 
the ones who must suffer when so- 
ciety is paralysed in its industrial 
and trade relationships, A fearful 
responsibility must rest some- 
where for bringing upon a whole 
community the horrors of hunger 
and isolation because one small 
group of residents cannot agree 
with another small group as to the 
recognition of the right to organ- 
1ze a trade association,

The applicant, after securing a 
Qualification Certificate, may then 
apply tothe Loan Advisory Committee 
for financial assistance. Should -he 
desire to purchase land he may 
indicate the particular parcel of land 
which he “desires to acquire. The 
Committee will appraise the land with 
regard to its agricultural possibilities, 
and if it is satisfactory and its value 
is in keeping with the soldier's ability 
to comply with the financial require- 
ments of the Act, the land may be 
secured, :

The Loan Advisory Committee also 
determines the amount of loan to be 
granted to the soldier settler for the 
purchase of live stock and implements, 
and the erection of necessary buildings 
in keeping with the settler’s absolute 
need. The Soldier Settlement Board 
has made arrangements to secure these 
needs for the settler at specially low 
prices.
